Professor C.'iblwell, a Ktudent of 
I'iiiroiie.iii ,ifr;ilrs, cninmcnted pithily 
on condiUons In Kiirope, and part- 
loiilnrly In Kngland at the present 
time. With Mrs, Caldwell he visited 
l-'rancc and tho Hrltish Isles, and In 
Scotland g.ivc a series ot addresses 
before notary Clubs, 

Conimonting upon Industrial and 
labor .affairs In tho Old Country, lîr. 
Caldwell recalled that a few years ngo 
Labor in llritain was making Im- 
possible demands for the continuance 
or tho high wages consequent upon 
the exigencies of war. Capital was 
nervous ot thcso demands, knowing 
that they were wild and that they 
could not bo realized with a return to 
peaco conditions. lyabor foolishly 
sought to for^o the issue by an agit- 
ation leading to tho general st:dke. 
The failure of the general strike, he 
thought, shocked tho workers, and a 
wholesale defection from the unions 
began to set In. Today there la 
something liUa a fifty percent, re- 
duction in membership in the great 
unions. AH this. Professor Caldwell 
adcicd, has necessitated a sotting of 
tho Ijabor hou.sc In order, and the 
workers generally are now c^mnilttod 
to a policy of conciliation and co- 
operation. 

"Cooke-lsm has, 'of course, com- 
mltlcd siilcldo in llritain," Dr. Cald- 
well continued," and .the workers nro 
seeing through tho absurdity and the 
wickedness of all mere revolutionism, 
and of proposals to do away with tho
